This was the first of a series 
of informal debates, in Com- 
merce, with Frank .Norman and 
Edward Nadlcr successfully up- 
holding the affirmative of tlic 
resolution against PalHyndman 
and Donald Dclvin.

WAR TO CAUSE NEW 
PROBLEMS - JAMES 



Principal-Elect Is Speaker at 
Meeting of Bishop's 
College Alumni 



The current task of gearing Can- 
ada's resources and effort to meet 
war conditions will be equalled in 
importance and difficulty by its re- 
adaptation to a peace economy after 
the war, declared Principal-elect F. 
C. James in an address at a dinner 
of the Bi.shop's College Old Boys' 
Association at iIïî Montreal club 
Saturday night. 

Dr. James predicted that Uie 
development of the coiuilry's indus- 
try and economy occasioned by the 
war would quite possibly raise its 
poât-war statu.-! to that occupied by 
the United States in 1918. Canada's 
enhanced prestige w-ithin the Brit- 
ish Empire and in the world at 
large would aid in il.s elevation, he 
said. .■Mihough at the end of the 
la.-.t war • aolhuig much ^va.^ di.»nc 
lo ci'Cdto the kind of uledK-f 
throughout the world tor which we 
werp fighting," Dr. James said, con- 
ditions would of necessity be differ- 
ent this time; fighting alone, he 
emphasized. couUI not alone provide 
Ihe solution loi all preiiuiit ditfi- 
culties. 

In this war, the vn-iucipal-elect 
said, "the major object is not only 
nvllitary and govei-nmental. but 
rests very squarely oi\ tlie shoulders 
of the people of the eomnumity, 
who by reaMni of position and pre- 
x'ious education can mould opiiticui 
and create laws."

Dr. Penfield sUrted his talk 'oy 
tracing the history of medicine from 
the time when the medicine man 
and priest w«re one and the same 
to the present day. It -was interest- 
ing, he said, to note that the first 
operations performed in primitive 
times was that of trepanation -jvhich 
was the last to be developed 'oy 
modern surgery as being too diffi- 
cult. But skulls are found which 
show evidences of trepanation. 

From primitive peoples. Dr. Pen- 
field turned to the Greeks who 
under the leadership of Hippocrates 
divorced medicine and religion. The 
motto of Hippocrates. "To know is 
science; to believe one knows is 
ignorance," was said by Dr. Pen- 
field to be an excellent one for the 
modern doctor wtio must take what 
he knows he knows and push it 
even further. 

Galen Codification. 
From the Greeks medicine came 
to the Romans who co<iified it and 
passed it down to the modem age. 
Bui the codification which was done 
by Galen was arbitrary, he said, and 
in many cases untrue. Yet it 'A-as 
this work of Galen that influenced 
the course of medicine for the next 
130O years. 

Modern medicine began. Dr. Pen- 
field wen: on. with the discovery 
of chloroform by Horace Wheel. 
From -then on th« work of Pasteur 
and Lister formed the basis for 
the antiseptic surgery that follow- 
ed until the methods of aseptic 
surgery were developed and which 
are in use today all over the world. 

In talking of the reasons why 
people dccid« on medicine as a ca- 
reer. Dr. Peitfield stated that two 
necessary and sufficient reasons are 
an uiteresl m science and a love 
oi humanity. One without the 
other is not justification for the 
choice of medicine. He advisod all 
those who are not interested in 
study to stay out of medicine (or 
the dcs.'lor's life is one of continua! 
study even after leaving m«oicdl 
school,

The article "Pepper and Salt" was 
fascinating and is sure to send 
many imlnitlated searching through 
the stacks for "a lovely old tome, 
black and massive, with a 
tooled leather cover reinfor'ced 
by metal corners, as If all the 
knowledge of an age was 
crushed in Its great, bulky 
interior." 

Perhaps one of the most mature 
creative contribution is the poem 
"Old Age." Written in impression- 
istic style, it seeks to convey an 
emotion and experience. It has 
beauty of mood, phrase, and con- 
struction which this quotation will 
illustrate: 

"Her memories are moonlight 
curls 

Of waves upon the stream, 
And the warm black pools of 
silence 

Hold the essence of a dream." 
Here Is no obvious striving for 
effect, no studied subjective pose, 
it Is all written with grace, ease, 
and deptli. 

The December issue of the 
FORGE, by virtue of its widescope 
of interest, its superior literary 
style and highly selective material 
is justly the "traditional magazine" 
of McGill University.

No man can do 
his best work iinlf.-,.., 1,0 «-nj'iy.? fin- 
ancial .security, and t Ih.nk thi'; ap- 
plies p.specially to rrms'icur.s. f'agç.s 
have been written in music col- 
umns detailing program notes but 
one vital fact has been seldom men- 
tioned— our musicians are very 
badly underpaid, ar.d they arc 
obliged to feci fortunate to receive 
the disgraceful salaries they ar^ 
paid. There is too, not sufficient 
lime for rehearsal and no adequate 
concert hall. Those in charge of 
management have done their best 
and it is only through their untir- 
ing efforts that we have what we 
do have. The fault is not with them 
but with the Montreal public and 
the standard of culture with which 
we are satisfied. There are travel- 
ling exhibits of modern artists 
which most large centers e.-joy yet 
somehow we manage to .Ti.^s the.T. 
and we find ourscives loi'. at first 
in a museum 'such as the Museum 
of Modern Art in New York. Com- 
pared with those of other cities our 
public library facilities are appal- 
ling. Visiting art;^t3 are astounded 
and often diigusied . to note that 
there is not one adequate concert 
hall in Canada's largest city. Mod- 
em dance groups, playing a vital 
role in American art, seldom find 
their way to Montreal: that wp 
missed Martha Graham's epic ".Am- 
erican Docuntent" can be explair.ed 
only in one way. .-Ml this is an old 
story but it's about time it became 
a story of past history.
